A reminder as we are posting this edition, that the 
monthly Scandinavian Weekend Radio 24h broadcast has just started at 
2200 on 11720 with a six-hour aim toward NAm; see previous DXLDs (gh) 


*xk FRANCE. RFI English hour confirmed 1400 on 17620 and 17680 Oct 29; 
of course, not to NAm (Bob Thomas, CT, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx GERMANY. We ran a report last week from David Ansell of Horsham, 
Sussex, that he had received a strong second harmonic signal from 
Deutsche Welle [pron: "Doytcher Veller"] on 20 metres, 14260 kHz. 
Richard Davis, G3TDL, tells us that he has carried out extensive 
tests on this apparent spurious signal and he has found that it is 
caused by front-end overload which occurs in many modern receivers. 
Use of an attenuator or an old valve AR88 receiver completely removed 
the signal. It is therefore not a harmonic, but an internally- 
generated product. With the autumn changes in HF broadcasting 
schedules, Deutsche Welle has now changed frequency from 7130 to 9725 
kHz. The Deutsche Welle English programme continues to be broadcast 
at 2000 UTC daily. Please forward any comments on these items to

via DXLD) 


*k ISRAAL. I hear Kol Israil in English 1700-1729 on 11605 and 17545, 
not 17535 as in Nov MT p 43. 17535 is not in English (Bob Thomas, CT, 
Oct 29, DX LISTENING DIGEST) See also VIETNAM, below! 


xx JAPAN. The NHK SSB outlets of 3373.5, 3607.5, and 6005 are heard 


daily prior to 1300. There are some outlets on 3970, but this range 
is a real mess. I cannot hear Nagoya, but I can hear Sapporo after 
1300. 3259 Fukuoka isn't used as much, but was heard at equal 
strength when Dave Valko [also on DXpedition to BIHI] found it around 
1200 on Nov 2. I did not have any success hearing NHK outlets at 
other times and/or other frequencies (Hans Johnson, HI, Oct 29-Nov 2, 
Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


**x JORDAN. R. Jordan’s NAm service in English coming in well now on 
17680 Nov 2 at 1630 interviewing a Palestinian who is anti-Zionist 
(but not anti-Jewish!). After a music break, had news in English at 
1700, at the same time Israil began English on 17545, but Jordan's 
signal was much better, despite an undercurrent co-channel presumably 
Chile, which had the upper hand before 1730. Can't say yet if this 
Situation be typical, but if Jordan would get a clear frequency it 
would really outshine Israil. Next day Fri Nov 3, at 1620 YL DJ was 
acknowledging mail, mentioned this SW frequency schedule; heavy 
subaudible het flutter presumably caused by Chile. This is where a 
directional antenna helps. 


Checking the website http://www. jrtv.com/radio/english_radio.htm 
we find English programs during these two hours (exact times not 
specified, and layout confusing, so may not be accurate; and/or 
outdated).

5101, Voice of 
Jammu and Kashmir Freedom (I think that is the right ID). As first 
noted by Richard Lam, English is at 1400 daily, not at 1420 as 


recently published by BBCM. Daily at 1300-1432 with Allah Akbar 
chorus at beginning and end. Have not found any other frequencies and 
I am not sure there are any others on. The English isn't news, but 
rather commentaries on Jammu and Kashmir. Some days there is an 
English ID, on others there isn't one. Nice signal; no sign of any 
jamming. 


Thanks to some information from Noll Green, here is my theory on this 
one. This broadcast originates from a 100 kW unit at Islamabad (API- 
8). This unit is not in service while this clanny is on according to 
the latest Radio Pakistan schedule. The clanny goes off at 1432 from 
5101 and within a minute there is an open carrier on 4790.3. This 
happens every day, and there is never a carrier until after the 
clanny goes off. Signal strengths are the same and it would make 
sense for it to be the same transmitter as both transmissions are 
directed to the same region (Hans Johnson, HI, Oct 29-Nov 2, Cumbre 
DX via DXLD) 


*x LITHUANIA [non]. R. Vilnius, half hour English to NAm 0030 on 6120 
[via Germany] (Bob Thomas, CT, Oct 30, DX LISTENING DIGEST) So did 
not move an hour later as one previous report had it (gh)

xx SOLOMON ISLANDS. 5019.9v, SIBC Off? Big open carrier all week, but 
no programming. Off the air? (Hans Johnson, HI, Oct 29-Nov 2, Cumbre 
DX via DXLD) 


*xx SOMALIA. 6828.4, Radio Mogadishu (Aydid) (tentative) I think he is 
here now at both 0400 and 1600. Just bits and pieces of audio though, 
mostly music. Signal is USB+carrier though (Hans Johnson, HI, Oct 29- 
Nov 2, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


6985, Radio Gaalkacyo, Thanks Sam Voron tip. (presumed) 1555 flute 
sounding interval signal. 1557 dead air, then music. Got better at 
1635 when English was heard. Sounded like someone from an NGO 
speaking but will have to review tape. Same IS at 1658 and off so no 
English at 1700. Strength varies, sometimes just a het, Oct 30 was 
the best. Full AM signal (Hans Johnson, HI, Oct 29-Nov 2, Cumbre DX

7019.9, Radio Banaadir (tentative) Thanks Sam Voron. Sam wasn't able 
to hear their evening program, but I believe that they have one 
during the 1600-1700 hours. 1635 with what sounded like talk in 
Somali, full AM signal. Sporadic jamming going after Voice of 
Mojahed. Best audio Oct 31, often just a het fading in shortly after 
1600. Heard as late as 1756 with what sounded like Somali music.

7530, Radio Hargeisa just a carrier at 0400 and 1500, but by 1630 
they have usually faded in enough to give about 0 hours' worth of 
audio.

Nov 3: choppy signals, and all undermodultated. 21605 had bleed from 
Cuban jammer on 21600; 15395 strong Finland on the side; 13675 co- 
channel some other Arab. 1347 brief Qur'an and into Arabic music. 
Then at 1600 here, 21605 is absolutely blown away by super-strong R. 
MartI on 21600, 15395 is poor with co-channel VOA Iranawila Sri Lanka 
News Now beamed 25 degrees toward us, and 13675 inaudible (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*k UKOGBAN TI. After looking at the BBC ON AIR schedule for 
several days and trying to figure out why I am hearing Americas 
stream programmes an hour ‘early’ in the mornings, I see that the 
problem is: 


At 1200 NEWSHOUR is shown as two hours long with no entries for 1300 
on Monday and Tuesday; whilst there are no 1200 entries for 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. So the listings for 1400, 1500 and 
1600 on these days actually air at 1300, 1400 and 1500 respectively. 


The 1600 hour M-F is not shown properly, but according to the online 
weekly schedules actually contains: 


16:00 World Briefing 
16:20 British News 

16:30 Analysis (Wed: FOOC) 
16:45 Sports Roundup 


Listings after 1700 UT starting with Europe Today appear to be back 
in step and correct. If they had a bold time header for each and 
every hour instead of lumping 1100, 1700 and 2200 in with previous 
hours, this might have been avoided. 


The crammed Saturday and Sunday schedules also appear to be correct. 
I notice that Press Office previews which we plan to quote as the 
month progresses also had incorrect 1630 times for some features to 
Ams instead of 1530 (Glenn Hauser, swprograms Nov 3 via DXLD) 


xx U K. BBC WS Previews: PLAY OF THE WEEK

0121, finally with some music. 0122 closed English program, Goodbye; 
rather early it seems to me. 0123 carrier off. 0127 back on with fill 
(?) music, a loop repeating every 8.5 seconds. I quit on that at 
0139. 0155 recheck, they had finally got the feed back, in 
Vietnamese, past 0200 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xk VIETNAM [non]. CLANDESTINE from USA to VIETNAM. Vietnam continues 
to jam the heck out of Radio Free Asia in Vietnamese but ignores the 
exile programs. KHWR is able to transmit Que Huong and Radio Free 
Vietnam in the clear. The jamming is the same as before, a noise 


jammer on 9930 and Vietnam's Home Service broadcast up on 9931.7. 

I believe that Radio Free Vietnam is still on at its old time of 
1500, but Que Huong seems to have moved to 1230-1300 (Hans Johnson, 
HI, Oct 29-Nov 2, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


xx ZIMBABWE [non]. 7120, Voice of the People, Thanks Perry BDXC tip.
